File No. 15/1/80-En.—attention ii invited to the export 
policy of Alum inium Products as contained against S. No. 84 
of Policy Statement OQ page 24 of Export Policy Book, 
1979-80. 

2. It has been decided that export of All Aluminium Con¬ 
ductors (AAC) and Aluminium Conductors Steel Rc-inforced 
(ACSR) manufactured out of EC Grade aluminium will be 
allovwd only as a part of a Project Contract and their 
export will not be allowed for any other purpose. However, 
export of these items manufactured out of EC Grade alu¬ 


minium imported under Imprest Licences with payment of 
duty and Advance Licensing Scheme with duty exemption, 
will continue to be allowed. 


3. All pre-ban commitment* in respect of the above items 
will bo allowed in terms of paragraph 295 of Hand Book 
of Import-Export Procedures, 1979-80. 

4. Accordingly, the following entry will be made against 

S. No. 84 after the existing entry No. 4 in col. 3 of Policy 
Statement on page 24 of ^port Policy Book 1979-80; 

“3. Export of AU Aluminium Conductors (AAC) and 
Aluminium Conductora Steel-Re-inforced (ACSR). 
will be allowed only aa a part of project contract. 
However, export of theses items manufactured out 
of EC Grade aluminium imported under Imprest 
licences with payment of duty and Advance Deens- 
ing Scheme wjth duty eiicmption, will continue to 
be allowed**.
